Sisson killed Robey as a result of a 
quarrel between the two 
men 
over 
an 
irrigation 
ditch 
Robey 
was 
plowing his 
land 
when 
Sisson 
ap- 
peared 


¬ 
and shot him 
with 
a rifle 
Robey dying instantly 
The 
trial 
was 
held 
in Solomon 
ville 
Judge 
Tucker who 
had 
re- 
cently 


¬ 
been appointed judge of this 
district presiding 
The jury 
found Sisson guilty of 
murder and Judge Tucker sentenced 
him to life imprisonment 
A few months ago 
on a showing 
of new 
evidence 
Governor 
Sloan 
commuted 
the sentence to ten years 
imprisonment 
and Sisson was serv- 
ing

in the 
new prison at Florence 
Recently 
Sissons 
attorney

only insure a constant 
supply

water
